Thie is the height of absurdity as well as of 
overgrown, insolence. ..No.law requiring cau- 
tion in such cases could be more effective 
than the law of self-preservation ;-—and. a 
Railroad Corporation must have great. confi- 
dence in its power over*the Legislature, be- 
fore it would even suggest the passage of 
such.a law. The reason given,—a desire to 
transfer the responsibility for accidents. from 
the Railroad to its victims,—-decidedly aggra- 
vates the coolness of the proposition. 

In spite of its false reasoning and ridiculous 
assumptions, the report closes with some good 
suggestions. It urges. the importance of leg- 
islatien that shall treat Railroads, as useful 
public conveniences—make them exclusive 
—fence them in from one end to the other— 
take the public roads under or over them— 
reduce the rate of speed to twenty-five miles 
an hour, and hold:all persons trespassers who 


‘go upon the track. Some of these are use- 


fal, while others are useless, precautions. 
Railroad Companies” should be required to 
fence their tracks, and to carry them. over or 
under the public roads ; and in the few cases 
where this cannot be done, gates should be 
kept and carefully tended.. These. measures, 
witha double track, would rendér Railroad 
travel, at any practicable speed, as safe-as 
could be desired.

The plea that the steamer was under con 
tract to carry the United States mails, strikes 
us 48.an exceedingly feeble one: Had there 
been farty dying of yellow fever. on. board, 
that contract would be no less bindieg than 
now. We cannot think that the Government 
has contracted with any Company to bring 
yellow feverto our wharves, or that any con- 
struction of such contract can authorize each 
mail-carrying vessel to. disregard quarantine 
law.
